For His Survival in Michigan

ical survival as have few 0th- 
century presidents. stood where 
be was. loath to ignore a ‘single 
voter. 

“We will be deeply grateful.”

It was @ poimrant moment on 
a day Mm which a president—the 
occupant, as Richard Nixon used 
to say, of the most powerful 
office in the “free world"—found 
himself required to beg the voters 
af his own party in his own state 
“not ἕο turn their backs on him.

Sci, and it was thet rare utter- 
ance In ἃ political campaign—the 
truth free from hyperhale.

Ronald Reagan in the Michigan 
Primary tomorrow.

Uneasy Conversations 

There was plenty of hoopla on 
the train.

U.S. Doctors Catch a Malady—‘CAT Fever’ 


By Jane E.- Brody 


NEW YORK, May 17 (NST).— 
A “new disease” has appeared on 
the medical horizon. They call it 
“CAT fever.” 

Its “predominant symptom ap- 
pears as a feverish impulse ta 
own, operate, exploit or write 
about” 2 costly new medical in- 
strument called an X-ray scanner, 
whieb in the coming years may 
revolutionize the diagnosis and 
treatment of many internal ills 
or merely add to the already 
staggering costs of health care, 
according to an article in the 
New Engiand Journal of Med- 
icine. 

“CAT fever"-—-CAT stands for 
computerized axial tomography, a 
technique used to obtain X-ray 
“slices” crosswise through the 
body—hes already reached “epi- 
demic proportions and continues 
to spread among physicians, 
manufacturers, entrepreneurs and 
regulatory agencies.” the journal 
said in an article last month. 

According to other medical ex- 
perts, if is estimated that with 
each machine costing $400.000 to 
$700,000, plus expenses for per- 
sonnel and space. U.S. medicine 
will spend $12 billion «at today's 
prices) over the next decade for 
CAT scanners. 

19 Manvfacturers 

Nineteen manufacturers are 
currently competing for the at- 
tention and dollars of diagnostic 
radiologists and medical institu- 
tions whose imaginations have 
‘been captured by this new X-ray 
concept. 

In its original form three years 
ago as a brain scanner, the CAT 
revolutionized the diagnosis of 
brain disorders, quickly and safely 
revealing abnormalities hidden 
behind the skull that previously 
could be detected only through 
Gengerous and costly tests, if at 


Within the last 18 months, 
teams of physicians at two dozen 
medical centers here have been 
testing the newest models—whole- 
body scanners—to see if they 
might be similarly useful in ex- 
amining the rest of the body. 

According to reports this week, 
the early results of studies on 
several hundred patients suggest 


that in some cases the body scan-. 


ners have a distinct iene 
over other diagnostic techniques, 
Sometimes revealing critical med-~ 

ieal facts that could otherwise be 
obtained only through exploratory 
surgery. 

Dr. Thomas Meaney, chairman 
of the radiology department at 
the Cleveland Clinic, who has 
been studying the body scanner 
for ἃ year and 2 half, described 
some of its advantages to a public 
information forum sponsored by 
the American College of Ra- 
diology and the Eastman Kodak 
Co, here, The following are some 
of his findings: 

e@ A scanving X-ray can often 
show the extent of & cancerous 
tumor, thereby helping the phy- 
sician determine whether surgery 
or some other form of therapy is 
most appropriate. 

@ The CAT scan can detect cer- 
tain abnormalities that ordinarily 
can be diagnosed only through 
surgery, including hematoma of 
the liver (a blood mass caused by 
injury) and tumors of the pan- 
creas. 

© Sometimes benign cysts, such 
as those of the pancreas and 
Eidney, can be detected by the 
CAT scan and drained without 


surgery. 
Researchers at the Mayo Clinic 
reported in the May issue of the 
journal Radiology that in patients 
with unexplained jaundice the 
scanner can determine if the 
cause is obstruction of the bile 


ducts, without using injected 
dyes, 

So far. the body machines have 
been @ boon to only one group 
—the manufacturers who foresee 
an enormous market for whoever 
comes up with the best model. 
But CAT scanners have been a 
terrible headache for health-care 
planners, who are seeking to im- 
prove community health while 
holding down costs by svoiding 
needless duplication of facilities 


and purchases of equipment that Ὁ 


may enbance an institution's 
prestige but not save the patient's 
life.

Ehrlichman, the former Nixon 
domestic adviser and No. 2 aide 
in the White House, was found 
guilty of conspiracy and kying to 
a grand jury and sentenced to 
20 months to five years in prison.

Both these sentences were 
upheld by the Court of Appeals 
today.

Livingston Merchant, Envoy 
And Key Aide to Eisenhower 


NEW YORK. May 17 WYT)— 
Livingston T. Merchant. 72, for- 
mer under secretary of state for 
political affairs, twice ambassador 
to Canada and a key aide to 
President Cwight Eisenhower dur- 
ing the Geneva summit in 1955, 
died Saturday. 

Mr. Merchant was once de- 
scribed by the iate Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles as “the 
idee! of a Foreign Service offi- 
cer.” an estimation known to hare 
been shared by President Hisen- 
hhower. 

After a career 85 a leading in- 
‘estment counselor, Mr. Merchant 
joined the Department of Siate 
in 1949 at the age of 39 and 
steadily moved up in the depart- 
ment at the height of the cold 
war. 

During much of the 1950s, Mr. 
Merchant probabiy handled more 
special, top-level diplomatic as- 
signments than anyone in the 
Department of State except for 
his immediate superior, Robert 
Murphy, whom he replaced as un- 
der secretary in December.

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DINING OUT IN FRANCE 


The Mediterranean Delicacy 
That’s in Napoleon’s Code 


By Naomi Barry 


AINT - JEAN - CAP - FERRAT, 
France (IHT),—Napoleon was 
so concerned about poutine, the 
tiniest edible fish in the Mediter- 
ranean, thaf; he included a law 
in his code restricting its catch 
to professional fishermen between 
Menton and Cannes. The restric- 
tion was further refined by limit- 
ing the fishing of poutine to the 
month of May. 

This part of the Napokonic 
Code is still in force. Consequent- 
ly, a dish of poutine (to be eaten 
only on the day it is caught is 
one of the small delights of May. 

In the raw, these miniature 
alevins resemble a mess of trans- 
parent jellied squiggles with black 
pinpoint eyes. It is assumed they 
will grow up into sardines or 
anchovies, but nobody is quite 
sure. Locals regard them as 
caviar because the fish market 
price for youtine ts francs a 
Kilo. The rich eat the stuff with 
@ spoon, the less rich dole it out 
aS ἂν garnish for an omeletie. If 
you can't eat it as the rich do, 
forget it. Poutine are too delicate 
to stand up against eggs or any 

other culinary competition. 

The fishermen catch them in 
what looks like a finely crocheted 
sock at the end of their nets. 
Steamed or poached for about 
15 seconds, they become firm and 
white. With a dribble of fine 
olive oil, a little fresh lemon juice 
and a few grinds of black pepper, 
the poutine become 2 delectable 
hors d'oeuvre.

The Mediterranean’s noblest 
fish lead the list of regional 
specialities but Mr. Lorenxi’s 
Mother, an imspired Nicoise style 
cook, occasionally slips one of her 
family recipes into the Voile 
d'Or's kitchen. This is ber recipe 
for artichokes: 

Artichokes Esperina Lorenzi 
6 artichokes 
2 sliers each of hain, mortadella, 

bacon. 

1 small clove garlic 

5 branches parsiey 

1 egg 

4 slices day-old bread, soaked in 
water 

1 bouillon cabe 

1.1 onion 

1 2 carrot 

Flour 

Peanut oil 

Salt, pepper 

Slice away the upper third of 
the artichokes. and just enough 
from stem end so the artichokes 
stand comfortably. Remove any 
hard parts from remaining leaves. 

With grapefruit knife, delicately 
extract the hay. Core a small 
hole in middle for stuffing. Place 
in water acidulated with jemon 
to prevent artichokes from black- 
ening. 

Chop garlic and parsley finely. 

Chop coarsely ham, mortadella, 
bacon. Mix all together. Add 
egg, Soaked bread, salt, and pep- 
per. Fill artichokes with this 
mixture, pressing down well. 

Press top of artichoke into flour 
to coat surface. Pour a little 
peanut oi! into frying pan. Fry 
artichokes with floured side down 
lor one minute. 

Reverse artichokes. Add 1 cup 
water, coarsely chopped 1/4 onion 


Cover pan with lid and simmer 
for 1 1/2 hours.

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Kissinger’s Role 


U.S. secretaries of state play a variet} 
ef roles, depending on thelr own abilities 
and éspecially upon the personality of the 
president each serves. It has been Mr. Kis- 
ainger’s fate 40 be cast for several parts. 
wmder two highly’ different presidents. In 
8 time of sweeping changes at home and 
abroad, that he should tell a television au- 
dience that ‘he does not want to continue 
im his difficult office beyond the next Inau- 
guration Day is hardly surprising. That 
President Ford has sustained him thus far 
ts more so, and to the President's credit. 
For in the eyes of many, 2 chief difference 
bebween Gerald Ford and Ronald Reagan is 
Benry Kissinger and the world view he has 
brought to the Ford administration. 

To not a few—and this includes, accord- 
‘mg to the polls, a majority of Americans— 
this difference is in Mr. Ford’s favor. But 
tm the present political mood of the Repub- 
ean and Democratic right (as well as a 
substantial portion of the articulate left in 
both parties) Kissinger fs ἃ handicap to 
Ford’s nomination. Part of this is an accu- 
mulating distrust of “Washington”—the 
political establishment under the shadows 
of Watergate and Vietnam. This is not only 
the common blue-collar reaction—it appears 
even when the collar is Yale blue, and 
produces a kind of renegade reaction among 


the intelligentsia itself against “the bright- 
est and the best.” j 

This is a not unfamiliar situation in U.S. 
life, especially in U.S. political life. It ap- 
peated after Lincoln and the Civil War; 
after Wilson and World War I; during the 
Great Depression both conservatives and 
populists attacked Roosevelt’s “brain trust” 
and it was only the intensity of the cold 
war that tempered ἃ similar reaction under 
Truman. And even McCarthyism was 8 
brief, powerful maniféstation of it. 

So a Harvard professor now serves as & 
focus for those who are tired of the wars 
of Uberation and the wars against poverty, 
and seek simpler solutions or evasions of 
problems at home and abroad. The pres- 
idential primary campaign is dominated by 
such efforts to achieve the facile in a world 
whose harsh facts will not tolerate easy 
answers, When the vote-catching and tail- 
twisting of the primaries are ended, and the 
issues begin to loom again in 2 two-man 
race, such domination may not be possible 
the world's complezities, which Mr. Kis- 
singer perceives so clearly and struggles 50 
patiently to address, will have to be faced. 
And the U.S. people can face them—they 
have usually done so before. It remains for 
their potential leaders to recognize that, and 
to meet their own responsibilities. 


Front-Running Carter... 


Former Gov. Jimmy Carter claims the 
support of more than 600 delegates, which 
is less than half the number—1505—needed 
to win the Democratic presidential nomina- 
tion at Madison Square Garden in July. On 
this arithmetic, his rivals believe that they 
can still block his path. 

The voting last week in Nebraska and 
Connecticut bolstered their confidence. Sen. 
Chureh defeated Mr. Carter in Nebraska, 
while Rep. Udall ran the former Georgia 
governor ἃ very close race in Connecticut. 

The ABC coalition—“anybody but Carter” 
~looks forward to today’s primaries in 
Maryland, where Mr. Carter is principally 
opposed by California’s Gov. Brown, and in 
Michigan where he is opposed by Mr. Udall. 
4 defeat for the front-runner in one or both 
states would, it is believed, cause uncom- 
mitted delegates elsewhere to keep their 
minds open until the convention meets. 

But neither the historical record nor the 
arift of recent events supports this view. 
Althongh Estes Kefauver’s defeat by Adlai 
E. Stevenson at the Democratic convention 
im 1952 was a notable exception, “stop” 
movements have rarely succeeded once the 
peincipal candidate achieves the lead in 
pledged delegates that Mr. Carter has ac- 
qutred. In politics, the temptation to join 
the winner is very strong. 


Gov. Brown has had a dramatic impact in 
Maryland, and miay be a slight favorite in 
today’s voting. But Goy. Brown is running 
only in the “beauty contest” side of the 
ballot; he entered too late to have a slate 
of delegates pledged to him, although some 
candidates now advertise themselves as pro- 
Brown delegates. In contrast, Gov. Carter 
bas 2 full slate of delegates; he therefore 
eould lose the primary and still elect a 
sizable share of the delegates. 


The new proportional representation rule — 


is significant in California, the mation’s 
largest state with 280 delegates in the Dem- 
ocratic convention. If California still fol- 
lowed the traditional winner-take-all rule, 
and if Gov. Brown made good on the expec- 
tation that he will carry his own state, those 
280 votes would be a formidable addition to 
the anti-Carter bloc. As it is, Mr. Carter 
15 hardly likely to lose so hadly in California 
that he will fail to pick up a considerable 
number of delegates. 


Yet what is probable is not certain. Αἵ- 


though Mr. Carter may be half-way toward 
locking mp the nomination, his opponents 
persist in seeing the situation as at least 
half-open. Today, the voters In Maryland 
and Michigan will make one assumption or 
the other considerably more persuasive.

With a major Liberal comebsck most un- 
Nkeiy, can !t make any difference—in Brit- 
sin or elsewhere—who' heads the party or 
even whether it survives? The record of the 
last 20 years indicates that the Liberals 


have served Britain well, ready to get out 
in front for overdue policies and reforms 
later adopted by either or both of the bigger 
parties.

Senate Panel Seeks to Ease 


Taxon Foreigners’ Investment 


WASHINGTON, May 17 (AP- 
DJ).—The Senate Finance Com- 
mittee wants to go ἃ iiftle further 
than the House in essing taxes 
on foreign investment here and 
in raising taxes on U.S, Invest- 
ment abroad. 

The committee has decided 


“> exempt from taxation interest 


received by foreigners on U.S. cor- 
porate bonds, a break that would 
save foreign investors $20 million 
a sear. Earlier, the panel had 
voted to go along with a provi- 
sion in the House-passed tax bill 
making permanent the current 
temporary tax exemption for 
bank deposit interest received by 
foreigners. 

Meanwhile. the committee 
agreed with the House to repeal 
one of two ways of figuring the 
foreign tax credit, and voted to 
extend the repeal provision to 
US. possessions. as well. The 
change would cost U.S. compa- 
nies doing business overseas $35 
million a year. 


The committee rejected by 


. large margins more drastic pro- 


posals for exempting from tax 
U.S. corporate dividends received 
by foreigners, turning the foreign 
tax credit into a tax deduction, 
and repesiing deferral of taxes 
on profits of U.S. subsidiaries ac- 
cumulated abroad. All these is- 
sues are likely to resurface when 
the tax revision bill reaches the

Sen, Bob Packwood, R-Ore,, 


said he will try to get the Sen- 
ate to reverse the committee's 
Q-to-3 decision to stop taxing 
corporate bond interest received 
by forelgners, a provision he 
claimed would help “Arab 
sheikhs.” 

The panel accepted -he House- 
passed repeal of the per-country 
Jimutation on the foreign tax cred- 
jt and extended it to U.S. pos- 
sessions as well as to foreign 
countries, In taking the credit, 
current law permits a company 
to lump together income end 
taxes from all foreign operations 
or to figure them, country-by- 
country.

Rises Sharply Again in April

WASHINGTON, May 17 NYT), 
~—Industriel production rose 
strongly in April and the produc- 
tion indexes for both February 
and March were revised upward, 
the Federal Reserve Board re- 
ported late Friday. 

The new figures on this key 
indicator of the economy were 
further confirmation of a con- 
tinued brisk expansion of the 
economy—an expansion that has 
now been under way for about a 
year. 

The preliminary industrial pro- 
duction index for April showed an 
advance of 0.7 per cent over 
March, Revised figures now put 
the rise in the output of the 
nation’s factories, mines and 
utilities at 1.1 per cent in Febru- 
ary and 0.8 per cent-in March, 
both larger than the original 
estimates. 

Industrial production in April 
was 115 per cent above a year 
earlier, an advance that is about 
in line with recoveries from 
earlier recessions. The recession

The rate clased at 5 1-2 per 
cent.

per cent as its new target rate. 

Just how long the Fed will 
remain st the current leve) will 
be determined by the behavior 
of the money supply. Tt was an 
explosive growth in the supply 
that set in motion the Fed's 
tightening moves. 


David M. Jones, an economist 
for Aubrey G, Lanston & Co. who 
believes the Fed currently is 
aiming for a δ 1-4-per-cent funds 
rate, said that “we'll probably 
hold here for at least a week or 
two while the Fed tries to 
determine” if there has been any 
slowing in the monev supply 
growth. Similarly, William Griggs,

The Fed hupes its tightening 
will slow the calloping money 
supply.

Flow of Dollars Abroad Rises in Quarter 


WASHINGTON, May 17 (AP). 
—Record foreign borrowing in 
U.S. securities markets helped in- 
crease the flow of dollars abroad 
during-the first three months of 
the year, the government said 
today. * 

‘The first report from the Com- 
merce Department on interna-'' 
tional transactions, which re- 
places a quarterly report on the 
balance of payments (INT, May 
17), sald’ foreign borrowers rais- 
ed $29 biflion here through the 
sale of stock and bonds from 
January through March, Over 
$2 billion was raised by Cana- 
diaus and all but a fraction of 
the amount represented bond 
sales. 

The total surpassed the $2.6 
billion raed in the fmal three 
months of 1975. Foreign stock 
and bond offerings totaled $2.2 
biltiom in (1874 and rose to $7.3 
billion fast year. 

The department also said U.5. 
banks increased by $3.6 billion 
their claims on foreigners, pri- 
marily in the form of loans and 
deposits with other banks. How- 
ever, the increase was $1.2 bil~ 
ion less than the increase in 
Money loaned in the previous 
quarter, 

The trade performance, which 
showed imports exceeding exports 
by §1.6 billion in the first quar- 
ter, reversed a $2.2 billion sur- 
plus of exports in the previous 
quarter. ‘The figures had been 
reported previously and were in- 
cluded again in the new report. 

Despite the apparent sizable 
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flows of money ont of the United 
States at the start of the rear, 
current economic conditions make 
it unlikely the flows were det- 
rimental. The domestic economy 
still is showing signs of a his- 
torically strong recovery. 


Reserve Assets Up
